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KING BROADCASTS TO EMPIRE FROM GUILDHALL 


Hopes Tour May Have Influence on Empire’s Future Destiny 


Royal Standard Again 
Flies Over Buckingham 
Palace as Tour Closes 


King and Queen Slip Back Into Royal 
Routine Previous to Taking Rest In 
Royal Lodge In Windsor Great Park- 
Staid Court Circular Took Thousand 
Words to Detail Day’s Events of Home¬ 
coming of Their Majesties

LONDON, June 23. — (CP Cable) — The Royal 
Standard fluttered over Buckingham Palace today—Their 
Majesties are home again. 

The King and Queen quickly slipped into the routine 
of Royal life in Britain last night soon after all London 
hailed their arrival from their triumphant tour of Can¬ 
ada, the United States and Newfoundland. 

The King received Prime Minister Chamberlain at 
the Palace and heard from him a review of the interna¬ 
tional situation as developed during the 47 days of his 
absence. It was believed they also discussed the first 
visit to North America of a ruling British Sovereign and 
the impressions the King brought back with him. 

Today Their Majesties visited the historic Guildhall 
for an official luncheon to mark the welcome to The City 
of London. The state procession gave the populace their 
second opportunity in two days to show their feelings of 
joy over the return and their admiration for the way in 
which the King and Queen won the heart of the new world. 

After the ceremony the King and Queen will have a 
few days of rest and quiet with their daughters at the 
Royal Lodge in Windsor Great Park. 


The staid court circular—the for¬ 
mal chronicle of the activities of 
Royalty—took 1,000 words today to 
tell of the events of yesterday, a 
crowded day in which Their Ma¬ 
jesties debarked from the liner Em¬ 
press of Bfitain at Southampton and 
came home to tire acclaim of their 
people. Usually the circular is lim¬ 
ited to a few clipped sentences. 

WELL PLAYED UP. 

Morning newspapers devoted their 
space generously to pictures, stories 
and special articles telling of the 
Royal return and in summary -fonn 
of the whole six weeks and five 
days of Their Majesties’ absence. 
The Daily Herald (Labor) tilled its 
entire front page with photographs. 

Observant newspaper writers ex¬ 
pressed the opinion the King had 
become more confident and more 
assured in bearing since he went 
away. Proof of this was seen, they, 
wrote, in the way tire King dropped 
formality in his balcony appear¬ 
ances at tire palace last night. He 
stood at salute fust, then waved his 
hand, smiling cheerfully as the 
Queen was doing. 

Twice Their Majesties, accom¬ 
panied by the yoang Princesses, ap¬ 
peared on the balcony in sight of 
fully 50,000 persons crowded outside. 
Little Margaret Rose got so tired 
waving her right hand to the throng 
that she rested it and gaily waved 
the left. 

BLEW A KISS. 

On the second appearance, for 
which the King had changed from 
his admiral of the fleet uniform to 
evening clothes, and the Queen from 
a blue woolen dress to a flowing 
heliotrope gown, the Queen blew a 
kiss to the crowd that kept crying. 


‘Well done-Your Majesties!” “Wei- 
:ome home!” and “Stout work!” 

Then they withdrew into the 
palace and the long, busy day was 
over for them- Rut not for their 
subjects. WMp many thousands 
continued to"'cheer outside the 
palace, others turned to gala cele¬ 
brations in hotels, restaurants, pubs 
and private homes. 

FAR INTO THE NIGHT. ' 

Dancing lasted far into the night. 
The simple and frequent toasts to 
‘The King,” seemed to have taken 
on a new meaning for Britons who 
followed with affection and pride 
the press, radio and newsreel ac¬ 
counts of Their Majesties' strenuous 
and completely successful journey 
across the Atlantic and on to the 
shores of the Pacific. 

The day, which began with the 
King and Queen steaming toward 
Southampton and their young 
daughters leaving London for a re¬ 
union on board the liner, proceeded 
through unceasing cheers. Millions 
of their people saw the King and 
Queen — from the decks of count¬ 
less craft at and near Southampton, 
from Southampton’s packed pave¬ 
ments, around Waterloo Station 
and along the procession route in 
Lpndon. 

Princesses Elizabeth and Marg¬ 
aret Rose, armed with binoculars 
and excited beyond words, rode from 
Portsmouth to the Empress of Brit¬ 
ain in the flotilla leader Kempen- 
felt in a thick fog. 

They dashed quickly to their 
smiling parents. “Hello pappa, hello 
mummy,” they shouted as they 
quickly kissed the King and Queen.

"Intolerable Insults" Says Chamberlain 
Of Japanese Inquisitions at Tientsin

LONDON, June 23. — 
(AP)—The Japanese Am¬ 
bassador was called to the 
British Foreign Office to¬ 
day for consultation on what 
Prime Minister Chamber- 
lain termed “intolerable in¬ 
sults” to Britons by Jap¬ 
anese at Tientsin. 

The Prime Minister told 
the House of Commons that 
Foreign Secretary Viscount 
Halifax had asked the Jap¬ 
anese Ambassador to see 
him and that Halifax would 
“make it very clear” what 
he thought of the new inci¬ 
dents, reported last night. 

Asked if the Government 
would put retaliatory meas¬ 
ures into operation at once, 
Mr. Chamberlain said: 

“I do not think we have 
. got to that stage yet.” 

WAS QUESTIONED. 

Mr. Chamberlain made his state¬ 
ment on the Far Eastern situation, 
in response to numerous questions 
similar to the barrage directed at 
him yesterday urging “strong ac¬ 
tion” against Japan. 

“The honorable members will no 
doubt have seen reports of further 
indignities to which British na¬ 
tionals have been subjected,” Mr. 
Chamberlain said. 

“My noble friend (Lord Halifax) 
has requested the Japanese Am¬ 
bassador to see him in connection 
with these incidents today.” 

Cheers greeted his statement. 
(Tientsin reports overnight had 
told how the British Consulate Gen¬ 
eral in Tientsin issued a statement 
saying eight British subjects had 
been forced to submit to indignities, 
including stripping and lengthy ex¬ 
amination In full view of Chinese 
coolies.) 

TEMPER IS RISING. 

Captain/Frank Heilgers, Conserva-. 
tive, was cheered when he asked; 
“Is the Prime Minister aware that 
the temper of the British people is 
rtsing and will be entirely behind 
him when he refers to ‘intolerable 
insults’?” 

Mr. Chamberlain did not reply. He 
said the Government was studying 
the question of remedying the short¬ 
age of perishable food stuffs in the 
British concession “where only ten 
per cent, of the normal daily sup- 
p’ies are now arriving .”

TIENTSIN, June 23.—(AP)—Jap¬ 
anese gendarmes disregarded of¬ 
ficial British complaints today and 
continued their thorough examina¬ 
tions of Britons attempting to pass 
barriers surrounding Tientsin’s 
blockaded British and French con¬ 
cessions. 

Few Britons attempted to pass the., 
barricades, but those who did were, 
seized upon at once for lengthy

The conduct of the gendarmes has 
been a point of friction in the 
Tientsin dispute.

Specific Demands to Be 
Made of Britain by Jap 
Army Leaders 


Need More Concrete 
Basis Than Demand for 
British Co-operation 


TOKYO, June 23.—(AP) 
— Japanese Foreign Office 
officials and North China 
military leaders were re¬ 
ported today to be confer¬ 
ring on specific demands to 
make to Great Britain to 
end the 10-day-old Tientsin 
controversy. 

Authorities, both British 
and Japanese, maintained it 
was “impossible to open 
negotiations without some 
more concrete basis” than 
Japanese army statements 
hitherto demanding British 
“co-operation” with Jap¬ 
anese and abandonment of 
the alleged “pro - Chiang 
Kai-Shek policy” of London: 

A Foreign Office spokesman said 
he believed negotiations concerning 
the Japanese blockade of the British 
concession in Tientsin would be con¬ 
ducted in that North China port. He 
indicated that the Japanese military 
not only would formulate the de¬ 
mands but conduct the conferences. 

Meanwhile the Japanese attitude 
regarding the Tientsin deadlock re¬ 
mained unchanged, but Anglo-Jap- 
anese relations were irritated further 
by the entry without Japanese per¬ 
mission of a British destroyer into 
Swatow Harbor, in South China, 
during its occupation by the Japan¬ 
ese Wednesday. 

Newspapers contracted with. this 
reported episode the actions of a 
United States warship (probably the 
destroyer Pillsbury) which awaited 
an “all clear” signal before entering 
Swatow harbor upder the escort of 
a Japanese warship. 

Neutral sources said the British 
destroyer Scout was ordered to join 
the destroyer Tfhanet, just outside' 
Swatow Harbor and that the Than- 
et’s ((commander had received the 
Japanese warning that the harbor 
was still filled with mines which 
Japanese were clearing. The Thar.et 
and the United States Craft waited 
beyond the harbor entrance, but the 
Scout, not having received the Jap¬ 
anese request, steamed inside despite 
a Japanese protest. 

The incident apparently was closed 
officially, but Japanese newspapers 
gave It prominence as a “new Brit¬ 
ish intention to oppose Japa’n.”

Finds Human Feelings 
Strength Most Potent 
World Affairs Force 


Even In Age of Machines and Mass Pro= 
duction, His Majesty Found Sincerity In 
Human Relationship Within the Empire—- 
Found British Institutions, Grounded On 
British Faith and Justice, Throughout th§ 
Dominion

LONDON, June 23.—(CP Cable) — King George told 
a distinguished audience at the City of London’s welcom¬ 
ing luncheon today that he hoped the Royal North Ameri¬ 
can tour might “be of some importance in its influence on 
the Empire’s future destiny.” 

His Majesty spoke on the first day after his home¬ 
coming and after a drive from Buckingham Palace to the 
Guildhall to receive the City’s official greeting. 

He told the audience his deepest impression of the 
tour was “that even in this age of machines and mass pro¬ 
duction the strength of human feeling still is the most 
potent of all forces affecting world affairs.” 

His Majesty declared it was his desire to serve the 
ideals of the British Commonwealth which led him to un¬ 
dertake the journey—“to foster its sane, wholesome faith; 
to show, if I could, that its headship, which l have been 
called upon to assume, exists today as a potent force for 
the promotion of peace and goodwill among mankind.” 

WELCOMED WITH STIRRING SINCERITY. 

Of the trip itself, he said: “We have been welcomed 
with a sincerity that stirred us profoundly by millions of 
our fellow human beings in Canada, the United States 
and in Newfoundland. In the last 24 hours that welcome 
has been re-echoed in the land which to us, as to so many of 
our kindred overseas, will always be home.'' 

“In Canada” he continued, “I saw everywhere not 
only the mere symbol of the British Crown; I saw also, 
flourishing as strongly as they do here, institutions which 
have developed century after century beneath the aegis 
of the Crown; institutions British in origin, British in 
their slow and almost casual growth, which, because they 
ate grounded root and branch on British faith in liberty 
and justice, mean more to us even than the splendor of our 
history or the glories of our English tongue." 

The King delivered his speech after hearing the Lord 
Mayor, Sir Frank Bowater, read a cable from Prime 
Minister Mackenzie King, expressing Canada’s pleasure 
at Their Majesties’ safe return. 


TO MANY THOUSANDS. 

Only 18 hours alter their arrival 
in London the King and Queen 
showed themselves to hundreds of 
thousands who jammed the brilliant¬ 
ly decorated route from the Palace 
to the “City,” riding through the 
chilly streets in an open landau. 

From 8 a.m. onward spectators 
sought places to view the procession. 
Many of them, who had seen yester¬ 
day’s Royal arrival at Waterloo Sta¬ 
tion and the procession to Bucking¬ 
ham Palace, rehoisted their toy peri¬ 
scopes to watch the spectacle. 

ANCIENT CUSTOMS. 

London parkded its ancient cus¬ 
toms as Their Majesties, left the Pal¬ 
ace, outside which thousands craned 
their necks to see. At 12 30 p.m. the 
strains of the National Anthem her¬ 
alded the departure of the proces¬ 
sion and the Royal landau rolled 
from the quadrangle while trumpets 


blew a shrill flourish and a Cap¬ 
tain's escort of Life Guards clomped 
ahead. 

In the first carriage rode the King 
and Queen. The Queen was In dove 
grey, with grey fur, and gave the 
crowd the smile which captivated 
Canadians, Americans and New¬ 
foundlanders. The King v ore the full 
dress uniform of an admiral of the 
fleet. The Royal suite occupied three 
other carriages. 

The procession went down the Mall 
through Trafalgar Square and along 
the Strand to Temple Bar, the an¬ 
cient entrance to the City, which 
the King must still obtain ceremonial 
permission to pass. 

The Lord Mayor, garbed in ermine 
and public robes, stood gur.rd on a 
purple carpet opposite Temple Bar 
where the old wooden gate which 
once barred progress had been re-

the hospital at Woodstock and the 
Ontario Hospital at St. Thomas.

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Tribute Paid to Two 
Leaders in Medicine 
By Canadian Medicos 


Lord Lister and Sir W. 
Osier Honored at Med¬ 
ical Convention

MONTREAL, June 23.—(CP)— 
Tribute to two of medicine’s patron 
saints—Lord Lister and Sir William 
Osier—was paid today by the Cana¬ 
dian Medical Association as the or¬ 
ganization’s 70th annual convention 
drew to a close. 

The Lister lecture, named after 
the English physician who devel¬ 
oped the antiseptic principle, was 
delivered by Dr. Allen C. Whipple, 
Professor of Surgery at Columbia 
University, New York. It is given 
every three years at the Associa¬ 
tion’s annual meeting. 

Afterwards, during the Osier hour 
—which takes its name from the for¬ 
mer McGill University Professor 
who became One of the world’s best- 
known medical men—prominent doc¬ 
tors discussed several diseases, in¬ 
cluding typhoid fever and acute en¬ 
docarditis. 

Dr. Whipple said that Lord Lister 
contributed not only to the science 
and art of surgery in developing the 
antiseptic principle, but published 
many noteworthy and original 
papers in anatomy, physiology, path¬ 
ology and bacteriology. 

In reading these papers, he said, 
a person was impressed with Lord 
Lister’s remarkable insight into sci- 
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entific methods. Many of his ideas 
have been developed since his time 
and have resulted in new dis¬ 
coveries. 

THREE CHARACTERISTICS. 

Dr. Whipple, who spoke of recent 
advances in surgery in the light of 
Lord Lister’s studies, said three 
characteristics of Lister’s scientific 
mind accounted for his success. 

First was his dissatisfaction with 
traditional methods. He constantly 
tried to improve his technique in the 
daily effort to perfect the entire 
antiseptic principle. 

Lord Lister’s eternal perseverance 
was another quality and the third 
was his ability to reduce a problem 
to its smallest terms and to attack 
it by simple means. 

Dr. Frank E. Cormia of Montreal 
spoke of syphilis as a Canadian 
problem. In Quebec, the incidence 
of syphilis is three or four times 
higher than in any other province, 
he said, and Ontario was the next 
highest incidence. 

He suggested an incidence survey 
in the Maritimes, Quebec, Manitoba 
and Saskatchewan. 

FOR HAY FEVER. 

MONTREAL, June 23—(CP) — 
Electrical treatment for hay fever 
attracted attention yesterday at the 
Canadian Medical Association , con¬ 
vention here. Miss K. Walker, who 
arranged an exhibit of the physio¬ 
therapy association for the conven¬ 
tion, said the treatment by the ap¬ 
paratus on display had been “a 
marked success in a number of 
cases.” It is being tried in the physio¬ 
therapy departments of several hos¬ 
pitals here.

Queen Mary and the other mem¬ 
bers of the Royal Family boarded 
the liner as soon as the gangplank 
was dropped and greeted the King 
and Queen with kisses. The happy 
family group talked animatedly in 
the lounge for half an hour before 
the party debarked to receive South¬ 
ampton’s official welcome. 

“It’s grand to be home again and 
this welcome has touched us deeply,’ 
the King told Mayor C. R. Powdrill. 

“The tour has been an abso¬ 
lutely wonderful experience,” said 
the Queen. “It was very impress¬ 
ive but one always looks forward 
at the end to being home. It was 
lovely when the children met us 
today.” 

Every station between Southamp- 
tion and London was jammed with 
people as the special train sped along 
to Waterloo Station where Prime 
Minister Chamberlain, other mem¬ 
bers of his Cabinet, the Canadian 
High Commissioner, Vincent Massey, 
and the United States Ambassador, 
Joseph Kennedy, expressed their 
welcomes. 

Then came the triumphant ride in 
an open cariage through London. 
The King and Queen sat at the back 
of the landau with their daughters 
facing them. 

Solid roars of acclaim came from 
the gaily decorated streets. The only 
break in the cheering was when the 
procession passed the Cenotaph. 
There the King saluted and a deep 
hush fell. 

Outside Parliament Buildings 
members of the Lords and Commons 
were massed to add their voices to 
the swelling roars. A few minutes 
before both Houses had unani¬ 
mously passed motions expressing 
their delight that Their Majesties 
scored such a personal triumph 
across the seas. 

ROYAL REPLY. 

LONDON, June 23.—(CP).—R. V. 
Grimston, M.P., Vice-Chamberlain of 
the Royal Household, today brought 
to the House of commons a message 
from the King in reply to the ad¬ 
dress tendered yesterday upon Then 
Majesties’ return. The message fol¬ 
lows:— 

“I thank you sincerely for your 
address and for your loyal and af¬ 
fectionate greeting on the return 
of the Queen and myself from our 
journey, in the course of which we 
have in turn visited Canada, the 
United States and Newfoundland. 

“We will always remember the 
wonderful and inspiring welcome 
which we received from our sub¬ 
jects in Canada and Newfoundland 
and the kindness and genuine 
friendliness of the people of the 
United States. We have been great¬ 
ly touched by the warmth of our 
reception on our return to this 
country.” 

PRESS COMMENT. 

LONDON, June 23.—(CP) .—“The 
King and Queen were given a wel¬ 
come fit for conquerors returning in 
triumph,” the Daily Express <Inde* 
pendent) said today of Their Ma¬ 
jesties’ return from their visit to 
Canada and 1 the United States. 

“But wh'at had they done,” it con¬ 
tinued, “what achievements had 
they made? They had won no bat¬ 
tles, performed no exploits. They 
had only made friends.” 

“The casual observer of this un¬ 
official homecoming,” said the Daily 
Mail (Independent), “might even 
have said that as they passed there 
was no intense cheering. But Lon¬ 
don felt too deeply for that. Right 
or wrong its feelings may be, but 
London felt last night that it was 
greeting its friends home as Lon¬ 
doners.” 

“Such a sincere and spontaneous 
manifestation of national loyalty and 
affection could not but be dear 
and refreshing to their hearts as 
assurance of how greatly they have 
deserved well of their people,” saia 
the Daily Telegraph (Conservative). 

“Service most signal could alone 
have earned such heartfelt requital. 
Our King and Queen are unchal- 
lengeably entitled to feel that' they 
have helped to write a new page 
in their country’s history and have 
won for themselves an illustrious 
place in the story.”

MYSTERY SURROUNDS 
DROWNING VICTIM 


Body of Cripple Found 
Floating in Lake 20 Miles 
North of Toronto 


TORONTO, June 23.—(CP)—Mys¬ 
tery surrounding the drowning in 
Wilcox Lake, 20 miles north of here, 
yesterday of- 76-year-old John W. 
Ground, North Toronto real estate 
agent, remained unsolved today as 
York County police worked to dis¬ 
cover how the old man, unable to 
walk far or drive an automobile, 
reached the scene of his death. 

Ground’s body was found floating 
in the lake early yesterday. He was 
last seen alive late Wednesday night 
by his son, William. An investiga¬ 
tion showed he had visited his office 
during the night, leaving keys and 
a $10 bill on a desk. 

Crown Attorney N. L. Matthews 
said after an autopsy no water was 
found in the man’s lungs. No marks 
of violence were found on the body. 

Police could not account for fresh 
automobile skid marks found near 
the water’s edge, nor could they 
understand how Ground, almost a 
cripple, reached the lake from his’ 
home 20 miles away. Infirmity pre¬ 
vented him from driving a car. Rela¬ 
tives reported he was in his “usual 
good spirits” when last seen.

BRITISH DISAPPOINTMENT. 

LONDON, June 23 — (CP)—Brit¬ 
ish morning newspapers today ex¬ 
pressed disappointment over the 
Soviet Union’s newest refusal to ac¬ 
cept Anglo-French terms for a 
three-power mutual assistance pact. 

The diplomatic correspondent of 
The Daily Herald (Labor), com¬ 
menting on the current negotiations 
in Moscow said: 

“Foreign Commissar Vyacheslaff 
Molotoff, one deduces, has put. for¬ 
ward no suggestion of his own for 
‘closing the gap,’ but is leaving the 
task of devising a bridge to the 
British and French. 

“But one may perhaps assume 
that the divergence is still chiefly 
whether or not to refer to the three 
Baltic states — Finland, Estonia and 
Latvia — by name. The atmosphere 
yesterday at Whitehall was one of 
great disappointment, but by no 
means of despair.” 

The Daily Mail’s (Independent) 
diplomatic correspondent said: "Tne 
negotiations in Moscow are likely to 
continue for some time longer. 
There is general agreement on the 
anti-aggression principle aimed at, 
but it has not yet been possible to 
find the exact words which will ex¬ 
press in the same degree the views 
of the three parties.” 

TO BE SIGNED MONDAY. 

The News Chronicle’s (Libera!) 
diplomatic correspondent said: 

“One rumor current last night was 
to the effect that at the last mo¬ 
ment, and rather against the will of 
the French, a promise of automatic 
assistance was replaced by one of 
immediate consultation about assist¬ 
ance. But there was no confirma¬ 
tion in London last night that in¬ 
structions of this sort had been sent. 

“I was told yesterday by two ex¬ 
ceptionally well-informed people, 
first, that signature of the agree¬ 
ment would be announced on Mon¬ 
day and, second, that a German 
offer of a non-aggresion pact so ap¬ 
pealed to the Soviet Government 
that an Anglo-Russian pact was now 
unlikely.”

COOLIE ELECTROCUTED. 

Another source of irritation has 
been the electrically-charged wire 
with which Japanese surrounded the 
isolated ’foreign areas.

With the blockade now in its tenth 
day, the food situation became more 
serious, British officials prepared to 
bring supplies in their own boats 
from Shanghai and elsewhere if 
necessary. 

Fresh milk was available, but 
meat and vegetables were scarce. 
British concession markets had al¬ 
lotments of 100 pounds of meat, 
which was quickly sold. Prices con¬ 
tinued to soar.

SEARCH FOR BODY 
THROWN FROM CAR 


Hitch-Hiker Declared 
Killer by Girl Detained 
lor Eight Hours 


LANSING, Mich., June 23.—(AiP) 
—State police searched along road¬ 
ways in nearby Clinton County to¬ 
day for the body of George G. Hall, 
50, Detroit oil promoter reported 
slain and thrown from his auto¬ 
mobile by a hitchhiker.

MAN ENTOMBED 
BY SEWER FALL 


Was Rescued After Ten 
Hours Covered With 
Timber and Dirt 


INDIANAPOLIS, June 23.—(AP) 
—Howard Jackson, 38, sewer con¬ 
tractor, waved to his father today 
as he was brought to street surface 
after almost ten hours of entomb¬ 
ment by tons of dirt and treacher¬ 
ously-sliding gravel. 

Jackson, his father, Sam, and a 
Negro helper were attempting to 
tap a sewer when timbers supporting 
the shaft's falls collapsed and 
pinned him. 

Some of the smaller beams fell in 
such a way that they formed a 
shield over most of his body, leaving 
only a small part of his face ex¬ 
posed. 

Fearful of digging directly toward 
him because of the sliding sand and 
heavy timbers, rescue squads worked 
in relays sinking an auxiliary shaft 
some distance away and then tun¬ 
neled beneath him. 

The husk 240-pound Jackson, who 
almost fainted several times be¬ 
cause of the pressure on his body, 
screamed in pain as rescuers reached 
him, roped his imprisoned arms and 
pulled him free. 

A fire department rescue squad 
had fed Jackson air through a 
fresh air pump, which in turn was 
supplanted by an oxygen apparatus 
from city hospital.

Premier Mitchell Hepburn was con¬ 
fined to bed here today with a re¬ 
currence of the bronchial disturb¬ 
ance that has troubled him prev¬ 
iously.
